Once we had a tine business in low muslin 
detains. We sent them to America by the .Ship­ 
load; not byard of It goes out now. Then, we 
did agreat deal in what is called Mow figures.' 
at from four to five pence per yard. These goods 
commanded a business all the year round. I do 
not suppose 5,(KIU pieces a year co oui now; all 
told. As for staple goods, our bus-ness is not 
worth talking of. We make a hit every now and 
then in specialities which America bas not got, 
and which there Is no time to imitate to keep 
pace with fashion. Hut of course everybody 
can’t live on specialities. There are splendid 
mills tn Bradford at this moment that I would 
not have aa a gill if I was compelled to work 
them. 
Tiius it will be seen that the cry of “Pro 
(ceti,to ti >n’t protect” made so frequently 
iu England and in the United States by the 
free traders, is no longer heard. British 
tree trade is a failure, and the American 
plan of 
giving 
protection 
to nome 
industries 
has 
proyed 
wonderfully 
successful. The Luited Slates is making 
goods for its own people, which it never 
could have made except under the protec­ 
tion afforded by the tariff. This Las built 
up our manufacturing establishments, in­ 
creased our exports, strengthened the pub­ 
ic credit, given employment to our mc chan* 
lcs, and has paved the way tor resumption*

where flee trade is permitted, is forced to 
■ay, “The places where free trade points 
for its triumph, human life is to be seen in 
its mo t degraded conditions.”

The women of Salt Lake City who favor 
plural marriages, got up {a mass meeting 
recently in opposition to that of the Gen­ 
tile ladies.

Iu tbe South Division the number of 
acres thus swept was 169, an I tbe number 
f buildings destroyed, most of them very 
elegant and costly, was 3.059, Including 
,600 stores, 28 botels. 69 manufacturing 
establishments, and tbe homes of 22,000 
people. 
lo the North Division 1,470 acres were 
burned over and 13,390 buildings consum­ 
ed. 
Tbe total area of the burnt district was 
nearly 
miles tquarc, containing 
73 
miles ot streets and 18,000 buildings. Tbe 
total loss was $196,009,000. 
Atter the lapse of seven years it is well 
enough to recall tbe above facts.

But tbe seven years have passed, and 
the magnificent city that rises on the spot 
so black and desolate then tells the rest of 
tbe story. Far out bey end what were at

My business at Bradford being rather to 
guano its commercial condition and pros­ 
pects 
than to 
sketch its appearance 
and characteristics. 
I tound my way to 
tho chiel merchant of the town, dealing 
principally with tbe United States A frank 
outspoken Englishman, I bad no difficulty 
in at ouce elicitmg bis opinion upon the 
state of trade rn Bradford and the way to 
restore its prosperous days. I venture to 
reproduce, if not tbe exact words, at least 
tbe spirit, of our interview. 
“ The New York .Times,” I remarked, 
“takes a great interest in the present aspect 
Olathe commercial relation ot England and 
America.” 
“And you want to know what I think 
about them ? Well, I wish we had to fight 
on more equal terms, that’s all.” 
“ You think the United Slates selfish In 
her tariffs, probably ? But you were not al­ 
ways free traders in Bradford.” 
“I wish we were not now. Free trade la 
playing the deuce with us. 
You Ameri­ 
cans have a right to stick up your duties ; 
I don't complain of that. What I want is 
for us to do the same. I want to meet you 
on equal terms. There is not a merchant 
anywhere who has a higher opinion of 
America than I have. That’s the reason I 
don’t think we can hold our own on the 
present conditions.” 
“Yet your house ba9 the reputation of 
nourishing ?” 
“And so it is, but only by dint of person­ 
al attention and everlasting energy. 
My 
profits have not decreased during tho de­ 
pression of tbe last few years. 
Why ? I 
make my money out of specialties. 
But 
that means a continual strain on invention 
and power, and how long it may be suc­ 
cessful I can't say. Let me give you some 
examples of the changes which have taken 
place in my establlsment. We used, in tbe 
tall, to do a large trade in 7^4 Coburgs, 
30,000 to 49,000 pieces ; we don't do 1,000 
now. Once we nad a fine businesj in low 
muslin delaines. We sent them to America 
by tbe ship load; not a yard ol it goes out 
now. Then, we did a great deal in what is 
called ‘low figures,’ at from four to five 
pence per yard. These goods commanded 
a business all the year round. I don’t 
suppose 5,000 pieces a year go out now, all 
told. As tor staple goods, our business is 
not worth talking of. We make a bit ev­ 
ery now aod then in specialities which 
America has not got, and which there is qo 
time to imitate to keep pace with fashion. 
But of course everybody can’t live on spe­ 
cialties. There are splendid mills in Brad­ 
ford at this moment that I would not have 
as a gift ii I was compelled to work them. 
There Is a lot of money In this place, and 
many of our capitalists and manufacturers 
can utlord, year after year, to lose large 
sums rn tbe hope that better times are 
coming; but tbe better times may be 
too long 
postponed, 
and 
men do 
not care to go on forever sicking money 
and waiting. So far as I am concerned, 
the year my business does not pay I go 
out of it. Free trade is, no doubt a good 
thing if you can get plenty of it; but a tree 
trade that hampers my goods for export 
with heavy duties, that my competitor is 
tree from, Is rather a onesided business. It 
tsall very well to say we are suffering 
poor 
harvests 
aud 
Indian 
famine, 
but 
I 
fail 
to see 
how they 
bear upon 
the fact 
that Amel lean 
aud other countries are invading our for 
elgo trade. Tbe United (States is making 
goods for themselves which we used to sell 
ber, and she is also exporting to our borne 
markets. I don’t complain of that. Amer 
icuus are of tbe same stock as ourselves. I 
would like to see them prosperous and 
happy. But I do think the time bas ar­ 
rived when they should meet on equal 
terms, and if they won't, I am for having 
our government equalize them rn duties on 
England’s staple manufactures.”

Proof that tbe top of a wagon-whecl 
when mooing aloog the ground, moves 
laster than tbe bottom, is given, by in­ 
stantaneous photographs of a wagon in 
motion, ii is obvious says tbe writer, that 
an instantaneous photograph of a w hee) 
revolving upon its axle in tbe air, will 
show all parts of tbe wheel in equal dis­ 
tinctness. But if tho wheel has a pro­ 
gressive motion, and any one portion 
has a greater motion than its correspond 
leg part, above or below there must be a 
liability to blurring in that part of the 
picture.

W o n d e rs 
o f th e 
K o o k y M o u n ta in 
R egion a n d the Fam ous G eysers. 
A gentleman holding a prominent con­ 
nection with Professor Hayden's geologi­ 
cal survey Ie detained at the Grand Pacldc 
hotel by the illness of his wife. To a rep­ 
resentative of the Times he gave an inter­ 
esting account of the operation and adven­ 
tures of the expedition in the Yellowstone 
country during the past summer. 
This party of scientists took to the field 
in July. Tnere were forty men iu 
the 
ditlerewt divisions, aud eighty 
animals 
were required to transport, provolone in­ 
stalments and personal effects. 
The field 
of operation covered the most interesting 
C 
rtion of the He sky mountains lying in 
yodling, Idaho and Montana territories, 
out of which flow many streams of Indis­ 
pensable importance to the miner, the 
stock falser, the agriculturist and the tour. 
let. 
The territory covered embraces the 
Yellowstone park, in which the investiga­ 
tions of the explorers may be at all time<> 
most usefully prosecuted. Especial atten­ 
tion was given to this area, and the survey 
of it is now complete. 
This spot abounds 
in the most phenomenal wonders, the fame 
of which has spread to the uttermost ends of 
the earth. The examination ol the whole 
district was thorough. 
Carefully detailed 
observations, locating all the geysers, hot 
springs and mud volcanoes were recorded 
and will be used in the preparation el 
charts. 
Numerous sketches aud photo­ 
graphs were also made, aud the tempera - 
lure of each of the springs and the meas­ 
urements of their dimensions were ac­ 
curately ascertained. 
It is calculated that 
the material and data collected will en­ 
able the survey to make a report and 
charts so accurately describing the park 
that any changes by vandalism or natural 
causes in the curious features hereafter 
may be readily detected. 
While th is work 
was being performed by ooc branch of the 
expedition, other divisions were engaged 
in an examination of the adjacent districts. 
The party having charge of the primary 
triangulations covered an area of about 80. 
OOO square miles. 
The height of over 150 
mountain peaks was ascertained. 
The 
highest of these are from 10,000 lo 14,000 
feet above sea leve*I. 
Fremont’s peak and 
Mount Washburn arc among the tallest. 
The expedition endured many hardships, 
and met with many thrilling adventures. 
The crossing of the swift mountain streams 
in that region was often attended with ex- I 
treme peril to both human and animal life. I

Mr. John Carroll Power, the custodian 
of the Lincoln monument, and author of a 
“Life of Lincoln,'* ha? contributed some 
interesting correspondence, including a 
letter from Mrs. Grace Bedell Billings, 
formerly of New York, but now a resident 
of Kwt??*8. describing how, as a child of Id 
yean, she wrote to Mr. Lincoln during the 
political campaign of I SGO, and advised 
him to permit b's beard to grow. She 
•ays: 
“We were at that time residing at West- 
field, New York. My lather, who was a 
staunch Republican,brought one day to me 
—who followed in ii’? f »• teps and was a 
zealous champion of Mr. Lincoln—a pic­ 
ture ol 'Lincoln ard Hamlin,’ one of those 
coarse, exaggerat'd Pkcuefsts which it 
seems to be I he fate of our long suffering 
people to have thrust befire them in such 
contests. You are familiar with Mr. Lin­ 
coln’s physiognomy, sud remember the 
high forehead over those sadly pathetic 
eyes, the angular lower face with the deep 
cut line? about the .mouth. 
a s I regarded 
the picture I said to my mother: ‘He 
would look better ll he wore whiskers 
and I mean to write aud tell him s 
She 
laughingly absented, and I p r ceded to 
give him my name, age, place of residence 
my views of his fluke”? tor the Presidency 
opinion .of his personal appearance, and 
that 
I thought it would 
be 
much 
improved 
if 
he 
would 
cultivate 
whiskers, 
adding,

ducement, that ii he would, I would try 
my best to coax my two Democratic broth 
era to cast their votes for him. In my heart

I was 
laughed at until i was speedily reduced to 
a more 'humble* frame of minJ than Dick­ 
ens’ Uriah Deep ever dreamed of. His anx­ 
iety at that time must have been intense. 
But, amid all the care and turmoil of his 
life, he found time to answer the letter of 
a child. I am obliged to depend upon my 
memory for Mr. LIlco'.u's reply, for, al­ 
though the original letter is still in my 
usession, it is at my home in Delphos, 
I think, however, I eau give it to 
you intact, as I have read it many limes; 
“ S p r i n g f i e l d , III., Oct. Iii. 1800. 
M iss G r a c e B e d e l l :— My l k a r IM tlc 
.Vi*#;—Your very agreeable letter is re­ 
ceived ; many thanks for it. I regret the 
ucomity of saying I have no little girls. I 
have three sons, oue seventeen, one mue 
and one seven years of age; they with 
their mother constitute my whole family. 
As to the whisker, having never w*rn any, 
do you not think people might call it a 
piece of silly affectation if I should begin 
wearing them now ?

“Nevertheless, my suggestion was not 
despised, as you are aware, nor wa? the 
circumstances forgotten, as, alter his clcc- 
Uoe, he enquired of Hon. G. W. Patterson, 
who accompanied him on his trip lrom 
Sprigtield to Washington, and whose resi­ 
dence was also at Westfield, if he knew a 
family by the name of Bedell.

He said, further, that the character of the 
letter was so unlike the many which he 
was daily receiving, some askiug official 
influence, others for office, aud many threat­ 
ening assassination should he be elected, 
that it was a relief and a pleasure to receive 
IL When the train reached Westfield, Mr. 
Lincoln made ashort speech from the plat­ 
form of the car, and concluded by saying 
that be had a little correspondent at West­ 
field called Grace Bedell, and if she were 
present he would like to see her. I was 
present, but the crowd was so great that I 
had neither seen nor heard the speaker, 
but a friend helped me forward, and Mr. 
Lincoln stepped down to the platform 
where I stood, shook hands and kissed mc, 
saying, as he touched his beard, 'You see 
I let these whiskers grow for you, Grace;* 
shook my hand again cordially, and re-en­ 
tered the care. and that was the lr st I ever 
saw ot this hero and martyr. That he did 
not forget me I received < :asional assur­ 
ances, though small would have been the 
wonder had I been forgotten in tho dread- 


cited ly shouting, “I can prove It!” he dart­ 
ed from the cilice just in time to hear the 
youthful lawyer’s parting shout, “If I was 
you, Isaiah Brown, I’d never try to make
